The gigantic Colossus 'of Rhode* was 


one of tbe seven wonders of the world. 
It was erected In honor of the sun by 
Chares of Llndus, a disciple of Byslp- 
PIM, and wi'3 thrown down by an 
earthquake about 224 B. O. .The flg- 
uie stood upon two moles, a lee ex- 
;<inded on each, side of the harbor. A 
iv'lndlng staircase led to the top of the 
figure, from out of the eyes of which 
Viere visible the coast of Syria and the 
ships soiling on tbe coast oC Egypt. 
The colossi were the peculiar charac- 
teristic of eastern art and were of coai- 
mon occurrence, many' of them being 
over.sixty feet in height. The most 
cs'ebrated is tbe statue of Memnos, on 
the plain of Thebes, described! by, the 
historian Strabo.
